~fanada and the Pole. 


AIRSHIP. GIVES US AN {NTEREST IN THE 
OWNERSHIP OF ARCTIC REGIOKS. 


, Ottawa, Sept. 17.—The Peary- 
Cook controversy has,a special 
interest for Canada owing to the 
fact that Sommander Peary has 
used language - regarding the 
North Pole which implies a terri- 
torial claim un the part of the 
The attitude of 
Canada long has been that she 
claims all land lying to the north, 
and the indefatigable and expen- 
sive Captain Bernier has found 
time during the consumption of 
the stores for which the steamer 
‘*Arctic”’ 18 famous, to hoist the 
Canadian flag on sundry northern 
islands. Commander Peary’s 
claim thus is viewed with a good 
deal of interest and the Capinet 
has been discussing the matter. 
As often happens when the 
Cabinet discusses matters outside 
our immediate party politics, it 
has been stirred up from Great 
Britain. A Conservative member 
of the British House of Commons, 
the Canadian born Sir Gilbert 
Parker, asked a question on the 
subject; the Colonial Office cabled 
to know what the Canadian Gov- 
ernment had to say on the sub- 
ject; and the Canadian Govern- 
ment forthwith began to con- 
sider. We are given to under- 
stand that its answer wag a re- 
assertion of the Canadian claim 
to all land between the Northern 
shore of the continent and the 
North Pole. It also is given out 
that the circumstance that Com- 
mander Peary says that the Polar 
regions are occupied by a deep 
ocean relieves the situation, 
national ownership of course be- 
ing concerned withland surface. 
Ten years ago the matter would 
have been merely of academic 
importance, the Polar regions 
not being susceptible of exploit- 
ation by the means of travel and 
transportation then known _ to 
mankind. But perhaps the most 
extraordinary feature of the 
alleged double discovery of the 
Pole is that the event has come 
just as the older methods of 
locomotion are about to become 
obsolete. We are onthe threshold 
of the conquest of the air. We 
can with perfect eobriety expect, 
ten years from now, to see the 
airship and the aeroplane so im- 
proved as to make a visit to the 
Pole a matter of ease, and the ex- 
ploration of the whole region 
merely a matter of interest and 
energy. The Klondyke gold fields 
remind us of the riches which 
may lie in the inhospitable north. 
It already is known that deposits 
of coal exist under the Arctic ice; 
so that while it would be absurd 
to count upon the extraction of 
riches from the very far north, it 
would be extraordinarily foolish 
to assume that the district has no 
value. The matter is one for an 
energetic.assertion of the Can- 
adian claim to all the northern 
regions. Viewed in this light the 
stupidity and extravagance of the 
‘*Arotic’? expedition, instead of 
being merely a squandering of 
money, becomes a mismanage- 
ment of serious public business. 
Canada should take up the work 
of exploring, administering and 
exploiting the land in the Arctic 
Ocean with the utmost vigor. 


The Fear of the West.

(Winnipeg Telegram.) 

The Toronto News wil!l not be 
exactly pleased with certain re- 
marks made by the Sifton organ 
upon things which it has said 
about the reorganization of the

The News has been advocating 
a general convention of the Con- 
servative party;and producing as 
an argument that the growing 
importance of the west entitleg it 
to greater consideration in the 
councils of the party and the 
state. 

With ali due deference to the 
News, the west does not greatly 
require a convention of any poli- 
tical party to express, convey or 
ratify its allegiance to any parti- 
cular policy. Its influence in the 
state is sufficiently great to 
obviate the necessity of any such 
endorsement, and itis becoming 
greater every day. 

The Winnipeg organ accuses 
the Conservative party of ‘‘fear 
of the west.’’ But it has been 
proved, that in the west there is 
no fear of, but abundant trust 
and confidence in the Conserv- 
ative party. And why? Because 
the Conservative party has al- 
ways maintained a national unity, 
a national progress, and a nation- 
al destiny with which nothing 
must be allowed to interfere. 

Many of the questions in the 
east which enter into national 
politics are by the west consider- 
ed puerile. Questions of admin- 
istration, which in the west are 
considered vital, may in the east 
be considered unimportant, be- 
cause they affect the west alone. 

But in spite of such sectional

able, every Conservative rests 
truly, confidently, and certainly 


#|in the national ideal which is the 


mainspring and stay of his party.

the organ makes this argument). 


that ‘‘party which makes the most 
potent appeal to the west will be 
the predominant factorin Cana- 
dian politics for the next. gener- 
ation.’”’? There it places the party 
above the people, and the good 
of-that party above the welfare 
of the commonwealth. The‘ Con- 
servative party takes the position 
that the party which makes the 
most potent appeal to the people 
of Canada.will be the. predomi- 
nant factor. And then the organ 
goes.on tosay: “The danger is 
that the party burdened with the 
cares of office, may not 'keep 
step with the development of 
western ideaa.’’ Danger is quite 
an improper word after the catas- 
trope has occurred. This exhor- 
tation to the Liberal party from 
the organ of Clifford Sifton is 
pathetic in the extreme. Some- 
thing has been lost, that has been 
demonstrated beyond dispute and 
now a sectional appeal is to be 
used in the vain hope of regain- 
ing it. :

British Columbla Man Is Victim of Peculiar

The number of trade disputes re- 
ported during the month was 15, or 
five more than.1908. ‘ Seventy-five 
firms and. over 4,000 people were af- 
fected. The loss of time was 118,740 
days, as ‘compared ‘with 86,886 days 
in June, and 21;000 days in July, 
1608, and of the fifteen disputes ten 
were setiled.

"A WESLEY RELIC, 
Manuscript of Rare Value Is Found 


In ‘Toronto. — 


A copy of a letter written by John 
Wesley, has been discovered quite re- 
cently in Toronto in an old book. 

The Wesley manuscript is the ordin- 
ation papers of the Rev. Thomus 
Coke, D.C.L., the first superintendent 
of the Methodist’ church. in » North 
America, snd ‘was written by John 
Wesley, who appointed Dr. Coke to 
the position on September 2, 1784. 

The following is a short sketch of 
the events which led up to Dr. Coke’s 
appointment: A 
After the American Revolution many 
of Wesley’s early helpers were driven 
out of the United States on the charge 
of. being. British -sympathizers,. and 
from 1773-1783 the minutes of the Eng- 
lish. Methodist Conference contain ‘no 
records of the work done. in America 
Also from, 1773-1784. there were no 
ublished* minutes of the American 
ethodist’ Conference. , 

Wesley hud intended the Methodist 
organizations in -America to be depen- 
dent on the Church of England clergy- 
men for the administration. of the 
Sacraments of Baptism and the Lord’s 
Supper, but the Civil. War destroyed 
all. possibility of it.. Twice he wrote 


helpers, and thus give them author- 
ity to administer these sacraments, 
but Lowth refused, stating that there 
were three Church of England clergy- 
men in America already, 

After waiting in vain for four years, 
Wesley, assisted by Rev. Creighton, 
ordained Thomas Coke. 

The ordination paper in, Wesley’s 
handwriting is as follows: 

To all to whom these Presents shall 
some, Juhn Wesley, late Fellow of 
Lincoin College in Oxford, Presbyter 
of the Church of England, sendeth 
greeting. 

Whereas many of the People in the 
Southern Provinces of North America, 
who desire to continue .under my 


.care, and still adhere to the Doctrines 


and ‘Discipline of the Church of Eng- 
land are greatly distrest for want of 
ministers to administer ‘the Sacra- 
ments of Baptism. and ‘the Lord’s 
Supper, according to the usage of the 
said Church; And whereas there docs 
not wppear to be any other way of 
supplying them with sninisters: 

_ Know all men, thut I, John Wesley, 
think myself to be providentially call- 
ed at this time to set apart some per- 
sons for the work of the ministry in 
America. And therefore under, the 


Protection of Almighty God, and with 


a single eye to’his Glory, I have this 
day set apart as a Superintendent, by 
the imposition of my hands and pray- 
er (being ussisted by other ordained 
ministers), Thomas Coke, Doctor of 
Civil Law, a Presbyter of the Church 
of England, and a man whom I judge 
ty be well qualified for that great 
work. And I do hereby recommend 
him to all whom it may concern as a 
fit person to preside over the Flock of 
Christ. In testimony whereof I have 
hereunto set my hand and seal this 
second day of September in the year 
of our Lord, one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty-four, 
JOHN WESLEY.

If half of every new town 
site in Alberta was owned by the 
Provincial government a much 
Reps larger revenue would be derived 
ar Tees. from this source alone than from 
BL ees the subsidy now received from 
the Dominion. 

The fact of the matter is, the 
affairs of this province were 
placed in the hands of a few 
small politicians, hungry for 
office, who had no idea of the vast 
resources of the province, and 
who were at the beck and call of 
the powers that be at Ottawa, 
The time will come when the eyes 
of the people will be opened to 
the treachery of these so-called 
politicians, and the people will

Restore every netve in the body to|HOW THE AMERICANS ARE KEEPING. PARTISIN- 


SHIP OUT OF THE UNITED SERVICE. 


Ottawa, Sept. 17.—We in Can- 
ada are in the habit of regarding 
our management of public busi- 
nesg as superior to that in vogue 
in the United States... We hear, 
for example, a great deal about 
the spoils system, and “it is as- 
sumed that we are free from that 
evil.’. What we do not hear of 
so much is the: steady advance 


| of Civil service reform among our 


neighbors. A while ago the Can- 
adian Government, .twenty years 
behind that of the United States, 
applied a measure, of Civil Ser- 
vice'Reform to the inside service, 
i.e; to a portion of that body of 
civil servants which is maintain- 
ed in Ottawa.. The outside ser- 
vice it has steadfastly refused :to 
subject to this reform. Census 


jemployees belong to the class 


described as belonging to the 
outside service; probably the 
greater number of them will be 
employed throlghout: the coun- 
try: as enumerators and other 
field workers, and the employ- 
ment of most of those who will 
work at the Capital will be of a 
temporary nature. The United 
Statés will take its census in 1910. 
Canada will take her ‘census in 
1911. The United States Govern- 
ment has taken steps to place the 
3,000 temporary clerks who will 
be appointed in the Ceneus 
Bureau under the system of com- 
petitive examinations; and as for 
the field staff, President Taft has 
issued a peremptory order to the 
Cabinet Minister responsible that 
these men are not to take any 
part in politics, under pain of 
summary dismissal. The United 
States of 1910 will be conducted 
as a ecientific operation and will 
be kept as far away from party 
politics as the Civil Service Com- 
mission and a very powerful 
President can manage between 
them. 

In the first week’ of September 
the announcement that went out 
from Washington that about 3,000 
temporary clerks would be need- 
ed, that they would be appointed 
by competitive examinations,and 
that the date of the first exami- 
nation ia to be October 23rd next. 
All appointments are to be b 
probation, and not one of these 
clerks will be eligible for transfer 
into the ‘‘classified service,’’ the 
term which corresponds _ to 
“inside service” in Ottawa. This 
last provision is important, as 
residents of Ottawa well know; 
on the eve of civil service reform 
coming into force the Laurier 
Government quietly transferred 
scores of ‘‘outside’’? employees to 
the ‘‘ingide service’’, thus en- 
abling political favorites to enter 
the service without the slightest 
test beyond that of political 
eligibility. 

Imagine Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
writing to Mr. Sydney Fisher,the 
Cabinet Minister who has charge 
of the census, a letter such as 
President Taft wrote to the Unit- 
ed States Minister of Commerce 
and Labor. The Toronto News 
printed the letter by Mr. Taft 
with the slight revision involved 
by the substitution of Canadian 
names and terms for American. 
Changed in that manner, the 
document wears a very startling 


~|appearance. Imagine Sir Wilfrid 


Laurier writing the following 
letter: ‘*My Dear Mr. Fisher: 
The taking of the census involves 
the appointment of some 200 
supervisors, who in turn are to 
appoint many times that. number 
of enumerators. The supervisors 
are given complete discretion in 
the selection of ennmerators re- 
spectively to act under them. The 
success of the ceneus will depend 
upon the efficiency and _ strict 
attention to duty of the super- 
visors and upon the dntelligonde 
of the enumerators and their 
faithful opplication to the busi- 
ness in hand. 

Generally, there is a super- 
visor for each House of Commons 
constituency. It has been found 
to be the quickest and best means 
of selecting suitaqle supervisors 
to consult the members of Parlia- 
ment and senators as to compet- 
ent candidates from their respec- 
tive districts and states. 

The system can easily be per- 
verted to political purposes if the 
supervisors are not forbidden to 
use it as an instrument for influ- 
encing Provincial and Dominion 
selections and party conventions 
in the interests of particular can- 
didates or parties. It is not an 
unreasonable requirement that 
anyone who accepts an appoint- 
ment as supervisor or as enum- 
erator shall, during the term of 
his employment and service,avoid 
an active part in politics. 

I therefore order that, in the 
preparation of regulations for the 
taking of the census, and the di- 
rector of the census embody 
therein, a -provision that any 
supervisor or enumerator who 
uses his influence with his sub- 
ordinates or colleagues to assiet 
any party or any candidate in a 
bye-election or zeneral election, 
or who ope any part, other than 
merely casting his vote, in poli- 
tics, Dominion and Provincial, 
either by service upon a political 
committee, by public addresses, 
by the solicitation of' votes or 
otherwise, shall be at once dis- 
missed from the service. 

T wish to make this regulation 


as broad as possible, and. wish it 
enforced§without exeption. Itis 
of the highest importance that 
the census should be taken by 
men having only the single pur- 
pose of reaching a just and right 
result, and that the large amount 
of money to be expended in the 
employment of so vast a machine 
as the census shall not be made 
to serve the political purposes of 
any one.

Quebec and ‘the Census. 


‘ 6 
Curious Figures to be Extracted 
trom the Election Returns. 


Ottawa, Sept. 17.—One’s confi- 
dence in'the impartiality of the 
last Canadian census is rather 
shaken by some considerations 
forward ty the Ottawa Citizen. 
That journal has been examining 
the returns for the last general 
election and arrives at some 
curious results. Everyone knows 
that after each vensus the repre- 
sentation in--Parliament, is re- 
arranged, Quebec being the stan- 
dard; the population of Quebec 
is divided by sixty-five and the 
resulting figure is the unit of rep- 
resentation by which the voting 
strength of the other provinces.in 
Parliament is degided. Quebec 
being the source of strength of 
the Liberal Government, it be- 
comes the object of that govern - 
ment to get the last ounce of. 
value out-of the voting strength 
‘of that province. It has been the 
standing charge ever since the 
taking of the last census that the 
pains taken to cause Quebec to 
make a good showing inthe mat- 
ter of population compared in a 
remarkable manner with the 
much more moderate zeal shown 
elsewhere. It is difficult of course 
to produce absolute proof in mat- 
ters of that sort, but the figures 
adduced by the Citizen can only 
be regarded aa confirmatory of 
the suspicion. 

A total vote of 281,232 in Que- 
bec returned 64 members to Par- 
liament. In Ontario a total vote 
of 462,560 returned only 85 mem- 
bers. In Nova Scotia a vote of 
over 111,000 was required to se- 
cure a representation of 18 mem- 
bers, while not a great deal more 
than twice that number in Que- 
bec returned over four'times as 
many members.. Thus the aver- 
age number of votes per member 
stands approximately thus:— 

Quebec, 4,400; Ontario, 5,440; 
Nova Scotia, 5,400; New Bruns- 
wick, 5,800; Prince Edward 


British Columbia, 5,340; Alberta, 
6,560; Saskatchewan, 6,000. 

It should be stated that the 
proportion of voters who went to! 
the polls seems to be as high in: 
Quevec as in Ontario, so that this 
singular discrepancy cannot be 
explained away by the theory 
that the French Canadians do 
not go to the polls as freely as 
their English-speaking 
Canadians.
